DETAILED ACTION 
Reissue Applications 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the continuing obligation under 37 CFR 

1 .178(b), to timely apprise the Office of any prior or concurrent proceeding 
in which Patent No. 6,056,414 is or was involved. These proceedings 
would include interferences, reissues, reexaminations, and litigation.
